Jam es Nathan, 31, pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of murdering 
his brother, John Henry Nathan, in 
a preliminary hearing before Jus- j 
tice of the Peace John H

h o r Tuesday afternoon. He is be­ 
ing held without ball in the county 
jail for trial at the November court. 
Ten witnesses testified at the 
two-hour 
hearing 
conducted 
by 
District Attorney Daniel E. Teet­ 
er. Eight of them were Negro mi­ 
gratory workers, as were the ac­ 
cused and the deceased. 
Jam es “Jake” Nathan is alleged 
to have shot his brother in the leg 
with a shotgun, following an argu­ 
ment over a dice game which the 
elder Nathan tried to break up. 
The younger brother died before 
he could receive medical treat­ 
ment. The shooting occurred at 
the workers’ seasonal camp at the 
Clyde Bucher farm, Mummasburg 
Road. 
Four Are Detained 
No additional charges have been 
filed against, although four of the 
witnesses, George Clark, 
T. 
J. 
Turner, Charles Flowers, and Cal­ 
vin Porter, have been detained as 
material witnesses. Four other wit­ 
nesses were released, although all 
eight have been summoned to ap­ 
pear at a coroner s inquest Fri­ 
day afternoon at 3 30 o'clock. 
Basehor# read the charge, filed 
bv Cpl. Frank Yercavage, that 
Nathan “did deliberately and with 
malice aforethought” murder his 
brother. Nathan was represented 
by Attorneys Richard A. Brown 
and John A. MacPhail. When ask**d

Reports 
that Indians have picketed missions 
urging them to “go home” are for 
the most part exaggerated, he said.

National Foundation,” he 
said, “ is taking a calculated finan­ 
cial risk In purchasing vaccine be­ 
fore it has been found to be ef­ 
fective. 
He said the injections will be 
m ade available free. 
Authorizing the purchases at this 
tim e, he explained, will m ake sup. 
plies available so that the vaccine 
can be given as soon as the re­ 
sults of tests of its effectiveness* 
are known next spring. The founda­ 
tion thereby will not have to wait I 
70 days to get the vaccine pro­ 
duced. 
Study Effectiveness 
Scientific evaluation is now ber 
ing m ade to determ ine whether the 
Salk vaccine is effective in pro- 1 
tecting against paralytic polio. The I 
study is being carried out at the 
University of Michigan. 
O’Connor said the purchase—to 
cost about nine million dollars— 
will enable pharm aceutical m anu­ 
facturers to retain specialized per­ 
sonnel and facilities, and thus be 
prepared to produce prom ptly a 
substantial quantity of vaccine to 
be available through usual com­ 
m ercial channels. 
He said the vaccine purchased 
by the foundation will be 
m ade 
available to all children who par­ 
ticipated In the field trials this 
year and did not receive the v a c -1 
cine; to pregnant women; and to 
the children who will be in the 
first grade next year.

By LEE LINDER 
PHILADELPHIA m — V ice Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon says all but 
one of 164 State D epartm ent em ­ 
ployes removed ax security risks 
were holdovers from the Trum an 
adm inistration.

Nixon said the information cam e 
from the Civil Service Commission 
report which showed that 6.926 se- 
curity risk* “ were removed from 
the federal payroll” during a 13- 
month period ending June 1954.

"That the Trum an adm inistra­

; the m ess they left.” 
Nixon’s charges have drawn fire
